With this immende amount of money passing
through the hands= of the capitalists, with th
most potent lever of power, it = o Tieele savpri
ing that the people who depend upon the coal
ficlde to carry on their business should be in the
hande of the miners, and vet snch = the veritable
truth of the matter, as the frequent “strikes™

will testify. This month o year ngo, the miners
sirnck for elght hours’ labor and ten hours” pay
The market was glutted with coal. and the re-
sult was that the operators enved ne little for the
Setrike” as mon could: and, in fact, In some
caes actindly adviged the wminers te continue on

the Ystrike.” The minors accepted the advice,
and the result was that by the time they wer
ready to go to work coal had heeome scarce and
prices hidd advanced. This wus what the opera-
tore desired, and, for once, they wore suited.
Some thine in May last the miners again went
out on a “strike,” and kept it up until o few
weeks since, ot which thue all the shafts were
again  worked, except  those In that
part  koown as  the Scranton  regien.
Here the miners generously permitted the

pumps to be kept going, that the mines might
be elear of water, but refused to cut any more
conl until the operators acceded to their de-
mands, Their demands were of so modest o
charaeter, that one Is surprised to learn that the
operators didn’t fall into the profiered terms im-
mediately. Al they wanted was an ndvance in
wages, and that the operators should cease scll-
Ing their conl at auction, This is another evi-
dence of the powerless condition of those who
are masters but in name,  That the men shonld
ask for an advance in wages is nothing par-

tieularly alarming or strange: but when they
commence to dictnte ns 0 how the eonl, for
which they are pald all they ask, shall bhe dis-

poged of, i train of thought is suggested, which,

if traced slong all its varions windings, may
golye the problem, Competition is  one
of the grentest inceutives w brisk
trivde. We find it in all eullines,
and the eoal trade is certainly no exception.

Quite the contrary, ln fucet, tor If the truth be
known there isscearcely any mercantile business
on this continent whierein there i more rivalry
than in the mining and shipping of coal.  There
are great and smull concerns, Concerns where
the capital is lnrge, and where the operators ean
afford to awalt the most auspicions time to place
thieir coal in the market, Coneerns where the
t'll["llill i= limited, and ench ton mined must he
forwarded to market dud turned inte moocy
in the shortest possible thine, or the concern
falls for want of capitl. 1 do not say
this i& the case,  but I presume
it Is fair for us to  suppose tha
there are Just such cases in the coal business ys
thore are in all other businesses; and this calls
us again to the main point, namely, the miners
asking that coal shall not be disposed of at nue-
tion. As auction galeg of conl senerally amount
to many thousands of tous, does it not look as
though the little concerns were advising the
miners Lo moake the demands they do, that the
market may not become glutied, and they foread
to hold their conl or sell at o reduced figure ?
To me it looks both possible and probable, and
I think » proper investivation of the matter
wonld in all probability develop the correctness
of my views. Of course, the operiators will
gcout the lden; nod why shouldn't they, since It
ig agninst them ?

Coual at the mines i& worth #4675 per ton, and
to-day the Reading Railroad adds fifty cents per
ton to its frelght charges, so gee that the
probability is that before Christimas shnll have
come hiladelphin will pay in the neighborhood
of 810 per ton for every ton consumaed.
